CAUSED SENSATION 


IN POWERS TRIAL 


Judge Robbins Leaves Bench; Says 


He Will Not Sit in Case Where 


His Fairness is Questioned. 


ACTION GIVES 


Georgetown, Ky., July 31.—Special 


Judge J. E. Robbins, in a written de- 
cision, which he read in open court 
this morning, vacated the bench in the 
Caleb Powers case today. 
His de- 


cision followed the filing of- an affi- 
davit by Powers, alleging that Jud^e 
Robbins was prejudiced and could not 
give him a fair trial. 


The conclusion came like a bomb 


shell explosion in the camp of the pros- 
ecution, and was a great surprise to 
the defense. 


Judge Robbins took up each allega- 


tion of powers and denied specifically 
that they were true, but said that it 
was too late to mar his record as judge 
by sitting in a case' when he was ac- 
cused of unfairness. 
He said that 


the statement to the effect that he had 
said after the last trial that they were 
ail guilty and should be hanged was 
utterly false. 


A Democrat, But Fair-minded. 


He said that his political affiliations 


would not influence him against the 
defendant, but that he was a demo- 
crat and had been a democrat office 
holder. 


Breathless silence was maintained 


in the crowded court room while the 
judge read his opinion and his vacat- 
ing the bench came as a complete sur- 
prise to the spectators. 


Immediately a.^er he left the bench 


people rose in their seats and began 
a disturbance so that they had to be 
subsided by the sheriff. 


Robbins said that the affidavit 
of 


Powers. was unsupported but that he 
•would not serve under "the 
circum- 


stances. 
After leaving the bench he 


asked the clerk to notify the governor 
and the attorneys retired in an effort 
to agree on another Judge.

Sundays and given only bread and 
water to eat. 
The wife complained 


to Col. Eph, Lilliard, -warden of 
the 


prison, who told her if Youtsey would 
tell what he knew of Goebel's assassi- 
nation he would get out, or at least 
fare a great deal better. She declares 
her husband was given the hardest 
sort of work to do and was in a seri- 
ous condition. She again complained 
to Lilliard, and he told her Youtsey 
had broken the prison rules. Finally 
Youtsey broke 
down and 
said he. 


would tell anything 
to 
get better 


treatment. He then went on the wit- 
ness stand and swore that Powers 
had loaned his office to Jim Howard 
for the purpose of killing Goebel. 


The affidavit created a big sensa- 


tion. Little was done at Georgetown 
in the trial yesterday. 
Attorneys for 


the defense presented their affidavit 
preferring serious charges against sit- 
ting Judge Robbins, whom they asked 
to be removed from the bench. 
The 


prosecution's attorneys ridicule 
the 


charges of prejudice on the part o£ 
the defense. The arguments occupied 
most of the 
day. 
Caleb Powers's 


mother has sent word that she is com- 
ing from her home in the mountains 
to sit by her son during the trial, and 
encourage him. Powers smiled when 
told she was coming. 


FORMULATED A PROGRAM. 


New York, July 31.—It was learned 


today from an authoritative quarter 
that a definite 
program 
had been 


reached by the steel corporation in 
the matter of a strike in the north- 
west. It seems that the company has 
been carefully 
consulting 
a great 


many of its men in the northwest and 
the proposed policy is the result of a 
consideration of the mutual interests 
involved and felt to be an eminently 
fair proposition towards the men as 
well as towards the policies of the 
company. There will be no temporiz- 
ing in the matter, a definite -policy 
having been outlined which will be 
carried out. 


Will Take Back Old Men. 


The corporation has decided to be- 


gin operations immediately and has 
notified the men that any of them 
who want to come back to work will 
be taken back; that no outsiders will 
be taken If the old men desire to re- 
turn s.nd that the old men will be 
taken back 
without 
any prejudice 


whatever because of the strike. This 
is considered eminently fair to the 
men in view of the serious interrup- 
tion in the company's business which 
their strike caused. 


As to taking up with the men the 


question of wages, the company's po- 
sition is that it entered into an agree- 
ment with the men in May as to what 
wages would be for 
the 
season of 


1907, until October 31 next. The com- 
pany expects 
and 
believed that a 


large number of the men recognize 
this agreement and will show -their 
good faith by returning to work un- 
der it. If this is done, the company 
states that it will stand ready at any 
time, as it has in the past, to take up 
with its men any. question of mutual 
interest, that may arise from time to

' Professor Xaville, one of the offi- 
cial explorers of antiquities in Egypt, 
had this to say about Rameses:

Ramesc-s the more convinced we are 
that he was a fraud. 
Ke was not 


great In any way but his vanity was 
colossal. To satisfy this, he conceiv- 
ed the idea of causing his name to be 
inscribed on every temple, statue and 
monument that he imagined would 
stand the test of time. The plan suc- 
ceeded only too'well for many years- 
In consequence of it explorers unite 
in deciding that he must have been a 
great king. Now we are beginning to

by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. While the number of lives lost 
and the number injured 
are 
some- 


what less than during the previous 
three mouths, the record yet. is ap- 
palling. 


The bulletin shows that the total 


number of casualties to passengers 
and to employes while on duly, during 
thethree month.-, was 20,563, as com- 
pir ; il with 2fl.!i'!4 reported in the pre- 
ceding three months—a decrease of 
SSI. The total number of passengers 
and employes killed in train accidents 
was 421, and the number of injured 
4,920, fifty-three less in the number 
killed and twenty less in the number 
injured, as compared with the record 
of the preceding three months. 
. The total number of collisions and 
derailments in the quarter was 3,591- 
(2.07S 
collisions and 
1.913 
derail- 


ments), of which 323 collisions and 
229 derailments affected 
passenger 


trains. The damage to cars, engines 
and 
roadway 
by 
these accidents 


amounted to $3,536,110. 


Tho number of employes killed in 


coupling accidents in this quarter 
shows a diminution of 2-1 per cent, as 
compared with the quarter last pre- 
ceding or with that of one year ago.

CAREER OF SENATOR PETTUS. 


The report of Senator Pettus' criti- 


cal illness and death followed quickly 
after the death of his colleague from 
Alabama, Senator Morgan. Both were 
notable types of the old-school south- 
ern statesmen; much alike in tempera- 
ment. appearance, age 
and political 


convictions. 
Mr. Pettus came from 


revolutionary stock and 
during the 


civil war he rose to the rank of briga- 
adier general in the confederate army. 
He entered the senate ten years ago, 
"and while not among the brilliant ora- 
tors of that body, he was notable for 
his conscientious attention to the de- 
tails of public business. 
He is 86 


years old and has not been in robust 
health during recent months. 


Senator Pettus' Career. 


Edmund Winston Pettus, the Nes- 


tor of the senate, "Old Texas" and 
one of the most picturesque figures in 
public life, was born in Limestone 
county, Alabama, July 6, 1821. 
He 


•was the grandson of Captain Anthony 
Winston, a Revolutionary officer, who 
removed from Virginia after the war 
with Great Britain. His father, John 
Pettus, served in the Creek war. 


Young Pettus attended the public 


: .schools of his district and graduated 
x-^wiii Clinton college. 
He then stud- 


• iei Iitw, was admitted to the bar at 21 
i'.e.T.-i o£ age and began practice at 
JKmiisfville. Ala.

Chapman, who throughout his most 
active career has cheered and encour-

Yi Pettus was successful in practice 
from the first, 'and in 1844 became so- 
licitor for the seventh Alabama judi- 
cial district. This position, however, 
he resigned to enter the army at the

Throughout the war he served with 
credit, attaining the rank «f Lieuten- 
ant.

A Young Old Man. 


"I should regard it as an honor to 


do as you wish, general, but the fact 
is—er—you are a—little too old." 


That this remark should surprise 


a veteran of two wars who had reach- 
ed the age of 75 may seem incredible 
were it not for the glorious truth of 
the adage, "Man is as young as he 
feels." General Pettus did not "feel" 
75, nor did he talk 75, nor did he act 
75.

He soon became colonel of the regi- 


ment and in 1S63 was raised to the 
rank of brigadier general. 


His brigade participated in almost 


all the actions against the army of 
the Tennessee. 
He was almost wor- 


ghiped by the men 
under his com- 


mand, and his activity and endurance 
is said to have been the despair of his 
staff. 
He frequently went out for a 


reconnissance, wearing the uniform 


• of a private, and attended by only one 
of his aides. His aides vied with one 
another in their zeal to escape these 
fj.dguing expeditions, but the general 
went through them 
as though they 


were mere recreation. 


The siege of Vicksburg 
was pro- 


longed by General Pettus and his bri- 
gade. Perhaps his most valiant serv- 
ice in behalf of the lost cause was his 
recapture 
of a formidable 
position 


which the union 
troops had taken, 


fortified and were using with telling 
effect against the 
beleaguered city. 


.This dashing, desperate movement 
was performed with a detachment of 
Texas troops, who had not known 
their commander until called upon to 


^fight under his command. After the' 


maneuver they 
voted him a Texan, 


and in their 
enthusiasm conferred 


upon him the sobriquet, "Old Texas." 


• Not an 
Officeholder. 


At the close of the war Genera] Pet- 


tus returned to Selma, Ala., and enter- 
ed into partnership with his friend, 
the late John T. 
Morgan, who, like 


himself, had become a brigadier gen- 
eral in the service of the confederacy, 
and was in later years to be his col- 
Jeague in the United States senate. 
Tnis firm soon enjoyed a lucrative 
practice, and both partners tookx an 
active interest in politics. 
Neither 


was a confirmed 
officeholder,^ how- 


ever. Their aim was to redeem the 
south from the demoralization which 
accompanied the excesses of the re- 
construction. Pettus, probably more 
than Morgan, worked for this result. 
He made his influence felt in 
state 


and national affairs. For many years 
he was a delegate to every 
national 


emocratic convention, and chairman 


the state's delegation, nor was he 


.t when platforms -were discussed 


W. C. Gates, then 
state, who had all 
that office. 
General Pettus was the 


fourth candidate. 


Even on the day before the caucus 


Senator Pugh had seen "the handwrit- 
ing on the wall" and withdrew his 
name.

been, said of him" that he came to the 
senate "ready made," and it must be 
remembered that the United States 
senate 
prides 
itself 
upon being a 


body in which even the brainiest and 
ablest have to serve a novitiate. 


Senator Pettus's home life has been 


charming and filled more with happi- 
ness than sorrow. His aged wife still 
survives. 
They have had five chil- 


dren, three sous and two daughters. 
Two sons died in infancy, while the 
third, Francis L. Pettus, entered pub- 
lice life and might eventually have 
followed in his father's footsteps, but 
death intervened six years ago while 
the young man w-as speaker of the 
Alabama house of 
representatives. 


Senator Pettus's elder brother, John 


J., early in life moved to Mississippi 
and-was governor o£ that state from 
I860 to 1S62.

frolicked last night trying to hide j 
the effects of a fire which began : 
early in the day and swept along ; 
Ocean front from Steeplechase park 
to Henderson walk, burning twenty- t 
five acres of frail and 
flimsy hotels j 


and amusement places in the third ! 
disastrous fire in c-ighi years, causing 
a loss of $500,000. 


All that was saved of the resorts 


from 
Ocean 
boulevard to 
Seven- 


teenth street 
this morning, when 


they had to pull the "hoodoo" firebox I 
once more, was an offshore wind and | 
a new system of high pressure salt 
water fire mains. Therefore, Coney • 
was happy over her good luck and 
made light of the fire last night, 
even though it may cost the lives of 
three men. 


The flames swept a tract that could 


not be seen from Surf avenue, where 
big crowds surged as on every Sun- j 
day, 
and the casual visitor, lost in j 


the usual racket and roar, might have ; 
known that Coney's existence 
had j 


been sharply imperiled 
j 


Only on the' ocean side could the ' 


sweep of the fire and the ruin it left 
behind be seen broadly, and it is 
characteristic of Coney that the bis 
and little showmen who were wiped 
out cheerfully made the most of their 
misfortune by selling tickets at 1C 
cents a head to persons" who wanted 
to get a look at the great waste place. 


Fire Sweeps Over Wide Area. 


The fire started in the "Cave of tto 


Winds" show at North Steeplechase 
park. 
The packing around a motor 


became overheated and spread the 
fire to the flimsy walls of the building 
before the watchman, Morris Frost, 
could ston it. He was burned severe- 
ly.From the "Cave of the Winds" the 
flames jumped to Steeplechase pavil- 
ion, 
ballroom, and skating rink, then 


to the Coney Island postofflce, eating 
up several little restaurants along 
Surf avenue. Then, following the di- 
rection of the wind, it ran rapidly to 
the southeast, burning the "Human 
Roulette Wheel," the Satin theater, 
and dozens of chowder stands and 
eating booths. 


It crossed Tilyou's walk and, run- 


ning eastward, burned a block of 
shacks between there and Kensing- 
ton walk. Then it jumped that small 
passageway, cleaned up a block west 
of Oceanic walk, and kept right on, 
going faster, and finally it ran up 
against the fire wall of Louis Stauch's 
big restaurant and dance- hall, at 
Bowery and Seaside walk. 


There the firemen had time to 


make their battle count and there 
they 
practically . ended 
the 
fire's 


course, although it swerved back of 
Stauch's a little way. burning a pic- 
nic pavilion, the baths and a few 
small frame buldings up to "Uncle 
Sam's 
cannon 
ride." 
leaving 
an 


enormous black cannon scorched and 
tilted. 


Firemen Fight Desperately. 


Fire Chiefs Lally and Binns were 


able, for the first time, to show what j 
the new high pressure fire mains 
could do. There was a big main in 
every little street in the burned dis- 
trict, served by six twelve inch pipes, j 
which, in turn, were fed by a great j 
sixteen inch main. 


The firemen fought 
the fire at 


every jump, wetting: down its rear 
with Niagaras of salt water and mov- 
ing swiftly ahead as the fire ad- | 
vanced. It the wind had been against 
them, blowing from the sea or north 
and east, the fire might have got ths 
best of them, but the wind staid faith- j 
ful until the fire was out, and then, 
curiously enough, shifted around to 
the southeast. 


Fred 
Thompson, owner of Luna 


park, had 100 of his employes at the 
fire quarters from the start, ready 
with fifty lines of hose from Luna's 
own fire apparatus to get busy if the 
flames headed that way. It was the 
same at Dreamland and at Hender-' 
son's 
restaurant, directly east 
of i 


Stauch's, where they were even more ! 
worried. 


Three Get Death Hurts. 


A dozen firemen were overcome 


by the smoke, cut or burned, during ! 
the hard struggle, and one is dying i 
in the Reception hospital. He is Fred j 
Messeter of engine company 145. He j 
was handling hose from the top of a j 


i tower in Steeplechase park when he j 


was hit and knocked senseless by a j 
flying beam. His skull was fractured 
and his collar bone and right arm ! 
broken. 


Frank Francis, an old peanut seller 


and lemonade man, was so badly 
burned while rescuing three children 
from the Oriole hotel that he has not 
much chance to recover. 


Sylvester Meade, a 12-year-old boy, j

RUMBAUGH DIES OF WOUNDS. 


Colorado Springs, Col., July 31.— 


Amos R. Rumbaugh, who shot himself 
late yesterday rather than testify at 
the inquest over 
the 
body of his 


friend, Miss Laura Matthews, died 
today at the St. Francis hospital. 


The coroner's inquest held over the 


body of Miss Matthews, which was ad- 
journed yesterday when it became 
known that Rumbaugh had shot him- 
self, was resumed today. 


Miss Greene, the nurse who attend- 


ed 
Miss Matthews, and 
who an- 


nounced the girl's suicide before it 
occurred, 
was 
arrested 
late 
last 


night. Late developments in the case 
tend to weaken the theory of suicide 
and raise the suspicion of murder. 


That the act of Rumbaugh is in 


some way connected with the death of 
Miss Matthews is not doubted by the 
police. 
He was to have appeared 


yesterday as a witness at the coron- 
•er's inquest over the body of the girl. 
A He had claimed to be but a chance 
' j' quaintance of Miss Matthews, but 
A* developed that he knew l}-r in Chi- 
wcago and also knew C. A. Coey and 
" Dr. H. A. Tuomas. 
He was frequent- 


ly a member of parties at which Miss 
Matthews and other girls and the two 


-. Chicagoans were members. 


Seemed to Know Coey Well. 


According to the police, Rumbaugh 


was the man who accompanied Miss 
Green, the nurse, to the livery stable 
about 5 o'clock Monday morning to see 
if Miss Matthew's horse had returned, 
and it was he who sent a telegram to 


i*':,Coey saying "Laura committed suicide 


;J.on account of you. 
Send ?300 at once 


i.jS'for expenses." 


It was with Rumbaugh also that 


Miss Matthews left a letter in which 
was inclosed a letter for Coey. These 


> letters are in possession of the police. 


The authorities have not yet com- 


pleted their 
examination 
of 
Rttm- 


baugh's effects, but it is stated that let- 
ters found tend to entangle many peo- 
ple of prominence in Chicago in the 
suicide of Miss Matthews. 


Shoots Self as Inquest Is Held. 


Rumbaugh committed suicide, in his 


Vista some time dur- 
ing the early afternoon. 
The suicide

had not responded to the subpoena to 
attend the coroner's inquest over Miss 
Matthew's body.

Appeared at- the hotel a bellboy was 
sent to Rumbaugh's room to see what 
was the matter.

close until tomorrow. 


Dr. G. S. Edmondson went to Chi- 


cago yesterday and returned

Chicago doctors who made the exam- 
ination for poison in the stomach of 
Mrs. Pet Magill. 


Marguerite Magill has not been 


found and there is little probability 
the officers will be able to locate her. 
It is almost certain she is not in Clin- 
ton and that she will not appear be- 
fore the jury.

ists report does not weaken our case.

The law 
makes it a murder if one person 
agrees with another to commit sui- 
cfde and deliberately deceives tho 
other person. If one person to the 
compact fails to carry out the agree- 
ment, it is manslaughter. If deliber- 
ate deceit is shown, it is murder and 
that will be our case.

Made 


by Interstate Com- 


merce Board. 


Washington, July 31.—Ac important 


decision relating to car distribution i 
was announced today by the inter- 
state commerce commission, the opin- 
ion having been rendered by Commis- 
sioner Clark in the cases of the Ohio 
railroad commission against the Hock- 
ing Valley railroad, and the Wheeling 
aad Lake Erie. 


The two cases were heard at the 


same time, and argued together. The 
basis of complaints were thai the de- 
fendant lines unjustly discriminated 
against the owners and operators of 
coal mines along their roads in the 
distribution ot cars. 


The commission held that a carrier 


should give to the owner or lessee of 
private cars the use of such cars; 
and should also give to a coal com- 
pany the foreign railway fuel cars 
consigned to it; but that such private 
and foreign railway fuel ears should, 
in the distribution of cars, be counted | 
against the company to which deliver- 
ed and such company should not be 
given, in addition to such delivery, a 
share of the system cars except when 
the number of private and foreign 
railway fuel cars so delivered to it is 
iess than its distributive shares of the j 
available cars, including system cars,' 
foreign railway fuel cars and so-called 
private cars, in which event it should 
be given only so many of the system 
cars as are necessary, when added to 
the number of private and foreign 
railway fuel cars assigned to it, to 
make up its distributive shares of the 
total available cars, including system 
cars, foreign railway fuel cars and so- 
called private cars.

ANTI-LIQUOR BILL IS PASSED. 


Measure to Make ueorgia Dry State 


Soon to be the Law. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 31.—The Hard- 


man-Covington prohibition bill passed 
by the Georgia senate some days ago 
was adopted by the house last even- 
ing by a vote of 
139 to 39. 
Two 


amendments added to the bill by the 
house will necessitate the bill going ] 
back to the senate for concurrence, o f ' 
which there is no doubt, and the bill 
then will go to Gov. Hoke Smith for 
his signature, which has'been practic- 
ally pledged, and prohibition will be- 
come a law in Georgia. 


The amendments permit the sale oE 


pure alcohol by retail druggists on the 
prescription of a reputable physician 
and also allow wholesale druggists to 
carry pure alcohol in stock for sale 
to retailers only. 


The bill prohibits the manufacture 


or keeping on hand in any place of 
business the sale or giving away .to 
induce business within the state of 
any liquor that may produce intoxica- 
tion. 
The new law is to become ef- 


fective on Jan. 1, 190S. 


After the first fight on the bill last 


week an agreement was reached mak- 
ing the bill a special order for yes- 
terday with the provision that a vote 
should be taken at 4 o'clock.
